FEELS THIS REPRESENTATIVE ALSO OF CAW I NDiSALL ' S POSITION. 

3. PRINCIPAL SUBJECT HOWEVER WAS DTLINEN. REFERENT ADVISED THAT 3 

LIKELY RECOMMEND TO CAWASH THAT DTLINEN BE ALLOWED CONTINUE AS PURELY PROPAGANDA 
ORGANIZATION IF AGREEMENT CAN BE REACHED WITH ODYOKE THAT (A) DTLINEN CONDUCT 

NO COVERT OPS WHATEVER AND (B) BOTH NEWHAM AN[Q 3 RESIGN AND DTLINEN BE 
PUT UNDER SUPERVISION SUPRA -PARTY SUPERVISORY BODY Q_ ^3 SAID HE ARGUED 

WITH REFERENT AND FEELS HE ABLE PERSUADE HIM ALONG FOLLOWING LINES: (A) 

DTLINEN MUST BE CONTINUED, IF FOR NO OTHER REASON THAN THAT ITS ELIMINATION AT 
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THIS TIME WILL ONLY ENCOURAGE GDR TO CONCENTRATE ITS COUNTER -CAMPAIGN ON ONE OR 
MORE OTHER RESISTANCE ORGANIZATION; (B) DTLINEN MUST BE ALLOWED RUN SOME 
INFORMANTS IN GDR AS OTHERWISE DTLINEN HAS NO INFORMATION BASIS FOR ITS 
PROPAGANDA OPS AI4), IN ANY CASE, RESISTANCE ORGANIZATION, AS MATTER PRINCIPLE 
AND IF TO HAVE ANY RESISTANCE RESONANCE, MUST HAVE PLACE WHERE EAST GERMAN 
SYMPATHIZERS CAN VISIT; (C) ALL RAMIFICATIONS NEWHAM’S PERHAPS UNAVOIDABLE 
ELIMINATION SHOULD BE CAREFULLY CONSIDERED PRIOR ACTION BUT IT OUT OF QUESTION 
IN ANY CASE THAT <£_ BE ELIMINATED SINCE DTLINEN NOT VIABLE WITHOUT HIM. 

4. d j FULLY COGNIZANT THAT CURRENT ALLEGATIONS AGAINST DTLINEN 
NOTHING BUT WARMUPS OF CHARGES FOR ACTIONS WHICH SEVERAL YEARS BACK. HE 
PROMISED MAKE THIS CLEAR TO ALL NEWSPAPER MEN AND OTHER OFFICIAL AND UNOFFICIAL 
CONTACTS WHO MIGHT QUERY HIM RE HIS AND CASK ATTITUDE RE DTLINEN. ALSO 
PROMISED CONTINUE ATTEMPT PERSUADE CAWINGDALL ALONG LINES PARA 2 ABOVE.
